The manatee is a’herbiyorous mam- 
mal inhabiting the shallows about the 
coasts of Florida, Mexico, central 
America and the West Indies. It is 
not known to attempt the open sea and 
does hot possess the ability to come 
ashore. ‘This animal is somewhat 
whalelike in. shape, with a horizontal 
tail fin. It is from eight to twelve feet 
in Jength, the body being scantily cov- 
ered with hair, The only limbs are the 
fore flippers, low on the side of the 
body. ‘This flipper has no fingers. It 
dges possess, though, three fiat nails 
and has a free motion in-all directions 
from the shoulder, 'The elbow 
wrist approximate the human anato- 
my in movement. With this crude re- 
semblance to an arm the manatee has 
been said to carry ‘its young. While 
the statement is not authentic, it is 
quite believable, its possibility being 
vouched for by all observers of the. 
arm in motion, 

The head.of the manatee is divided 
‘from the body by a slight indication 
of neck. The upper lip is extraordl- 
narily flexible—so much go that each 
side can protrude independently of the 
other, and, thus separated into. two 
lobes, thé upper lip can perform the 
complete operation of grasping food 
and conveying it into the moath. In 
each jaw are twenty pairs of two 
ridged teeth. With this formidable 
equipment the manatee is not, how- 
ever, ferocious, but browses tranquilly 
on. the water plants of its habitat. Jn 
some views the head is surprisingly 
manlike, though far from beautiful, 
and no specimen *#as ever sat on the 
roeks and combed its golden bair.— 
Harper's. ‘

Investigators bave observed that the 
thermometer is not necessarily_a sure 
indication of the gulf stream; that the 
strongest current does not necessarily 
.coincide with the highest temperature. 
The warmth of the water only indi- 
cates its tropical origin, and it may 
or may not be accompanied by a cur- 
rent. Thus. the warmest water off 
Cape Hatteras is the result of a very 
gentle flow coming from the trade 
wind region outside the West Indies. 
The gulf stream itself is between this 
warmer water and the 1300 fatbom 
curve.—Shipping Illustrated, ~

Frederick was an intensively active, 
highly capable, strong willed and self 
“rellant commanjler, He concentrated 
all power in bis own hands, reducing 
his ministers to clerical work and his 
generals to the duties of persona! lieu- 
tenants. Below him tite. Prussian ad- 


ministration was a‘ thing of stiff and |“ 
lacking ip inl- {° 


mechanical obedience, 
tiative and individvality. : 

Several of 'rederick's military losses 
were due to the fact that he gave his 
generals such minute orders and “was 
80 severe in case of disregard of in- 
structions that they did not dare: to 
use thelr own judgment when unfor- 
seen conditions presented themselves. 
He personally foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he inspected fre- 
quently and thoroughly. His: discipline 
was severe, bis organization good, his 
calculation accurate and. limited ‘to 
what was possible. His movements, 
which were ektifany: disguised, were 
‘rapid. 

So superior was Frederick to his op- 
ponents in. strategy that. they. were 
-obliged for safety to keep their troops 
in so concentrated a: form that there 
was not sufficient space for effective 
maneuvers, He 3vas more capable in 
marchiug and maneuver than in bat- 
tle, more capable in battle than in 
siege. 

—His great defect as an administrater 
lay in the fact that-he dwarfed the 
growth-of those below him and so edu- 
cated no talented. corps to bear the 
politicat and military burdens of the 
state when he should be obliged to 
Jay them down. He apparently could 
do things only through himself. Hay- 
ing a supreme contempt for the capaci- 
ties of most mortais, be had no mind 
to make experiments which might bave 
changed his opiuions. Although he 
knew for many years that his succes- 
sor was to be a man without ability, 
he banded down to him a system which 
required a Frederick, We may say that 
he brilliantly administered a system 
which was badly organized.—Edward

“throwing from a window,” but that 
didnot always include all the arrange- 
ments made for the doomed man’s 
exit from the world. 

In Prague in 1419 the council cham- 
ber of the bradschin, or town hall, was 
used as the place of execution. There, 


presence -of. the assembled no- 
bles, théir invited guests and the dig- 


nitaries of the city, the unhappy 
wretches ‘vere east from a window 
eighty feet,to the courtyard’ below. 

If his crime was-an ordinary of- 
fense the prisoner was merely dropped 
on-the stones and allowed to lie there 


bruised ang broken untjl death put an 


end to his sufferings, succor being~for- 
bidden, 

But if he was guilty of treason or 
any act of violence against # noble he 
fell on the sharp spears of a squad of 
soldiers or dropped to the tender mer- 
cles of a pack of fierce dogs specially 
trained for the purpose, or he might 
be flung to wild boars previously en- 
raged by being pricked with spears. 

The last time defenestration was 
practiced was just before the Thirty 
Years’ war, when the imperial com- 
missioners brought au unwelcome mes- 
sage to Prague and were promptly 
throwu from the window. ‘This_ pre- 
cipitated the war and abolished the 
custom.—New York Vress.

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Chicken and Veal Pie, — 
Buy chicken giblets, the necks, gis- 
cards, hearts aud livers. By adding 
to these half a pound of veal cutlet 
there is enough for an excellent chick: 
en pie. Put the giblets into a sauce- 
pan with a pint of cold water, a slice 
of onion, a small carrot and a level 
teaspoonful of salt.. Bimmer until 
there is only -balf q cup. of liquid. 
Strain this and set aside. Cut the veal 
into small cubes and cook slowly. until 
well done and a light brown. Tut into 
a baking dish with the giblets cut up 


and scatter a little salt fat pork, cut 
to shreds, through the meat. Thicken—— 


the chicken liquor slightly with flour, 
moistened with water to a paste. Cov- 
er with good, rich pie paste, puff paste 
if yon bave it, and bake in a steady

Boiled Cracker Pudding. 

One quart of wilk, one pint of pound- 
ed crackers, three eggs, Oné-Tolrth 
cupful of molasses, one cupful of seed- 
ed raisins, one teaspoonful of salt, one, 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of nutmeg, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter. Add cracker crumbs 
to milk. Beat eggs until light, add 
salt and spices and combine with the 
crackers and milk mixtute.. Add. mo- 
Jasses, raisins and melted butter and 
stir until thoroughly blended. Tie the 
mixture carefully in ‘a heavy floured 
pudding bag. Place on a rack in a 
kettle of boling water, cover and boll 
two and one-quarter hours, Serve with 
hot pudding sance, 


. Spinach tn Eggs. 

Boil the spinach in a very little wa-. 
ter (save the water) and drain the spin- 
ach dry. Chop very fine and mix with 
a tablespoonful of cream. ~ Salt and 
pepper to taste. Gave three eggs 
boiled hard; cut them in two length- 
wise; take out the yolks; fill the whites 
with the spinach. Make a sauce with 
one tablespoonful of butter and one 
tablespoonful of flour; stir . until 
smooth, then add half a cupful of the 
spinach water and bojl. for five min-.
